
MINUTES, LIMESTONE COUNTY COMMISSION, JUNE 11, 2014 
 

The Limestone County Commission reconvened the meeting from June 3, 2014 at 
10:00 a.m. today at the Washington Street Courthouse Annex, 310 West Washington 
Street, Athens, AL.  
 
Present:  Steve Turner, James W. “Bill” Latimer, and Ben Harrison.  Absent:  Gary Daly.  
Stanley Menefee, Chairman presided. 
 
Joyce Lane, from the National Resources Conservation Services, spoke on behalf of 
the Emergency Watershed Protection Program, which can help in storm debris clean-up 
in creeks and water ways, as a result of the April 28th tornado.  Ms. Lane stated the 
County Commission will need to send a letter within sixteen days to request funds for 
assistance. 
 
John Gonzales, from the Federal Emergency Management Agency, stated there are 
also funds available through FEMA to help with storm debris in the creeks and water 
ways. 
 
Tom Hill, President of Limestone County Economic Development, and County Attorney 
Mark Maclin explained the resolution and tax abatement that will be voted on at the next 
commission meeting involving R & B Alabama, LLC at the Dekko Industrial Park. 
 
Commissioner Ben Harrison stated there is a TVA program that will reimburse the 
County for policing areas to prevent trash dumping on TVA sites.
